F o r many of us taxpaying is made 
easier by the fact that m oney is regularly 
withheld from our earnings by employers 
and we’re provided with a W -2 Form at 
year's end neatly sum m arizing earnings 
and taxes withheld. 
But 
for 
self-employed 
persons 
and 
those who depend upon tips as a source 
o f income, there’s considerably more in­ 
dividual 
responsibility 
required 
during 
the year. 
“Self-em ployed" m eans m ore than reg­ 
ular full-time business activities. It also 
covers certain part-time w ork, including 
what you do at home or on the side in 
addition to your regular w ork. 
Every self-employed person who had 
net earnings from self-em ploym ent of 
$400 or more, whose earnings subject to 
social security taxes as an em ployee were 
less than $15,300 in 1976, m ust pay self- 
employment tax on part or all o f his or 
her income to help finance social security 
benefits. 
Schedule 
S E 
(Form 
1040), 
“Com putation of Social Security Self-Em ­ 
ployment T ax,” is used for this purpose. 
Exam ples o f sideline incom e usually 
subject to self-employm ent tax include: 
sewing and alterations, m usicians’ fees, 
contract labor, directors’ fees, officiating 
at 
sporting events, construction work, 
and bookkeeping. 
Earnings from “ m oonlighting” are not 
tax free just because they result from a 
lot of extra hours and no one is with­ 
holding part o f those earnings for taxes. 
This is when the responsibility factor 
com es into play. You m ust keep accurate 
records o f your sideline earnings, report 
them, and pay any tax due. 
F o r example, suppose you are a car­ 
penter by day and work nights doing odd 
woodwork jobs to pick up som e extra 
cash. Y ou are your own boss in this 
situation and you are still obligated to 
pay your fair share o f taxes, even though 
you have nobody supervising you work. 
And if you were planning on deducting 
the cost o f having an office at home to 
reduce taxes on your added incom e, it’s 
going to be more difficult than before, 
starting with the return you file for tax 
year 1976. 
A new law limits deductions to only 
the part o f your home that you use ex­ 
clusively and regularly a s you r principal 


place o f business, or as a place where 
you meet clients, patients, or custom ers. 
W hat’s m ore, your deductions can’t come 
to m ore than the income produced in 
your office. 
Tips are subject to Federal income tax 
w hether the money is received directly 
from custom ers or paid by the employer 
on behalf of charge custom ers. All tips 
are reported on line 9 o f Form 1040 or 
I (MOA. 
In addition, cash tips o f $20 or m ore 
that you receive in a month while work­ 
ing for the sam e employer are subject 
to withholding of income tax and Social 
Security. And, you must report those tips 
in writing to your employer by the 10th 
o f the following month. IR S Form 4070, 
“ Em ployee’s 
Report 
o f 
T ips 
to 
E m ­ 
ployer,” is a handy way to report. It in­ 
dicates all the necessary inform ation and 
is available free from your local IR S of­ 
fice. 
Y our bookkeeping during the year will 
be easier if you m ake less than $20 a 
m onth in tips—you don’t have to report 
to your employer tips am ounting to less 
than $20 a month and such tips are not 
subject to social security taxes— but you 
do have to include them as gross income 
on your tax return. 
In businesses where tipping is custom ­ 
ary— restaurants, taxi cabs, hotels, beauty 
salons, etc.— the nature o f the work often 
m akes it im practical to keep on-the-spot 
records o f tips. So, you should m ake a 
point o f totaling your tips at the end of 
each day, while you still have the money 
in hand and it’s fresh in your mind. 
T h e IR S has a free tip record available 
to m ake things easier for you. It’s D ocu­ 
m ent 5635, “ Em ployee’s D aily R ecord of 
T ips (Form 4070A) and Em ployee’s R e­ 
port o f T ips to Em ployer (Form 4070),” 
and is available at your nearest IR S o f­ 
fice.

Som e clubs, restaurants, and 
other facilities require custom ers to pay 
a service charge which is later distributed

Y our share of any such service 
charge is considered part of the wages 
paid by your employer and should not 
be reported as tip income.

When asked 
about the m ethod of survival, there, she said that they prepared 
for it and 
w ere able to keep warm by cutting the woods around 
them. Rush County, however, has long ago abandoned the wood 
burning stoves .and only the lucky ones have fireplaces. 
This shortage of fuel has happened in Rushville before. In ths 
60 year ago colum n, January 1917, the Innis-Pearce and the 
Rush F urniture factories closed down because their coal sup­ 
plies were exhausted and local coal dealers w ere without a lump 
to sell. Will Trennephol was the only d ealer with any on 
hand..half a carload, but he had orders for all of it. 
Our great difficulty is that we have been spoiled by an 
abundance of oil and gas and mild w inters. Rush County m ust be 
congratulated for cooperation this w inter. No one anticipated a 
road block from snow, the constant, sub-zero tem peratures, and 
the great need for snow boots, therm al underw ear, and heavy 
mittens 
Most farm ers in Rush County do not follow the m arket trend 
for livestock and grain sales. When heifers and steers are- 
‘‘readv to go” , they get sold When pigs reach the weight of 220 
pounds m ore or less, they go to m arket. It is interesting that hog 
prices were $31 in late June and in early O ctober, the price had 
dropped into the mid $30s. No wonder som e farm ers develop 
ulcers at an early age! 
Our country has long used C-t-NP or gross national product 
index to the grow th or slow-down of our economy. On the 
average, the G N P increased from $1.19 billion in 1975 to $1.27 
billion for 1976. This was an increase of 6.2 percent. Our crop 
production last sum m er set a new record in spite of the drought 
in w estern states 
Even though the index continued to rise, there was no increase 
in the food price index during 1976. This is directly reflected 
back on the decreased am ount of m oney earned by farm ers. On 
the average weekly, if the farm er w as paid $14.40, then the 
m iddlem an w as;i paid $22.04. A nalysts in the Agriculture 
D epartm ent found that of the $1,895 the consum er paid for food 
only $749 went to the farm er and $1,146 went to the m iddleman 
who processed and transported the food. In other words, farm 
income was down 4.5 percent from 1975 and the income for the 
m iddlem an was up 5 percent 
The D epartm ent of A griculture has yet to establish a norm for 
the cost of grain production At the present tim e, according to 
Bernard B renner, a UPI farm editor. Sen. H erm an Talm age 
Dem ocrat of G eorgia, chairm an of the A griculture Committee 
and Sen R obert Dole. Republican of K ansas have attem pted to 
establish cost of producing wheat, corn, and soy beans, etc. But 
their cost does not truly reflect inflation Even econom ists in the 
D epartm ent of A griculture are m ore realistic. The difference on 
cost m ainly is based on the cost of land. 
Talm age and Dole average out the cost of the land over the 
past years .and do not take in consideration th at land values had 
m ore than quadrupled during the past years and young farm ers 
have bought at these inflated land prices. Rush County farm ers 
have been fortunate during the past y ears in having an abun­ 
dant harvest. However, not only have land prices zoomed, but 
seed, fertilizer, the cost of tractors, com bines, corn shellers and 
pickers have gone out of sight. 
It is hoped that the new S ecretary of A griculture Bob 
Bergland of M innesota w ho is a farm er him self, will realize the 
gamble that farm ers take every year when they plant. He has 
prom ised.” I will be the farm er’s advocate” . Both he and 
President C arter are asking for increased production” to feed a 
world that is hungry " Let us hope that prices in 1977 justify the 
long hours farm fam ilies spend in order to pay bills and increase 
production 
Congratuatlions to Jerry Fox, Rushville Junior High P rin ­ 
cipal. for being the first in the county to m ake a solar heating 
unit to store solar energy for heat That type system could well 
be the solution to our fuel shortage in the future!

Football coaches 
with 
w eakarm ed quarterbacks like to quote the m axim : 
“There are only three things that can happen when a 
forward pass is thrown ... and two of them are bad.” 
The sam e situation is true in the business of making 
laws. But where football coaches need only worry about 
incomplete and intercepted passes, the legislator has to 
worry about dozens of snares, pitfalls, boobytraps and 
other deadly obstacles that can doom a 
bill or 
resolution. 
The legislative process, especially in Congress, works 
better to kill legislation than to pass it. Which is why 
President 
Carter 
wants 
authority 
to 
reorganize 
government 
agencies 
without 
congressional 
ap­ 
proval. 
C arter 
is 
asking 
for 
power 
to 
reshuffle 
the 
bureaucracy subject to veto by either house of Congress 
— an authority that presidents had for many years until 
Congress withdrew it from Richard Nixon. 
The President knows a proposal which will take effect 
autom atically unless it is rejected by Congress has a far 
better chance to survive than a plan which m ust be 
approved by both the House and Senate. 
C arter’s argument is based on the premise that while 
Congress decides what the government should do, it 
should 
let 
the 
president 
organize 
and 
operate 
government activities with as free a hand as possible. 
It is true that in an enteprise as complex as the 
federal government, policy-making and adm inistration 
som etim es flow together, but most public officials and 
governmental scholars agree that a line should be drawn 
between legislative and executive responsibilities. 
Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex., opposes the Carter request, 
using am ong other argum ents the claim that Congress 
would be failing in its duty to oversee the workings of 
the governm ent if it gives C arter what he wants. 
Brooks, the canny chairm an of the House Government 
Operations Committee, is here working a relatively rich 
vein of congressional discontent. Critics, on and off 
Capitol Hill, have said for years that the im perial 
presidency and the allpowerful White House were as 
much a product of congressional timidity as executive 
power seeking. 
But if Congress follows Brooks and decides to take the- 
course that makes government reorganization difficult. 
it will open itself to a highly em barrassing charge of 
inconsistency. 
It was, after all, Congress that established the system 
of setting government pay scales that just gave every 
m ember of the House and Senate a $13,000 yearly 
increase. 
Under that system, an 
independent commission 
proposes pay scales to the president, who submits the 
recommendations to Congress. Unless C o n g r e s s 
disapproves, the new salary levels automatically take 
effect. Congress did not disapprove of the pay increase; 
in fact, it declined to even vote on it. 
Which brings to mind another m o s s - c o v e r e d 
aphorism: “ Do as I say, not as I do."

New Drug for Ulcer Cure

A new and remarkable drug is 
now being tested for the cure of 
stomach ulcers. The new agent, 
rime ti dine, has already been 
approved in England because of 
its apparent excellent potential. 
In the United States, the 
Federal Drug Administration is 
studying this new anti-ulcer 
drug. When its complete safety 
has been established by this 
agency it will be placed on the 
market for general use. 
A large series of patients 
were given cimetidine in this 
trial study in England and 83 
per cent of the patients with 
stomach and duodenal ulcers 
were healed within four weeks. 
American physicians who are 
studying the drug are en­ 
thusiastic about it because it 
curbs 
overacidity 
in 
the 
stomach by “blocking” the site 
of the cells that produce the 
excess acids. 
At the present time there 
seem to be few, if any, side 
effects 
which 
will 
delay 
releasing this drug to American 
physicians.

Animal studies may soon lead 
to a greater understanding of 
how the brain is damaged by 
strokes, and how the brain 
recovers from them. Dr. Steven 


F. Zometzer, at the University 
of Florida, in Gainesville, has 
been able to produce brain 
damage 
in 
experimental 
animals that closely resembles 
the aftermaths of strokes in the 
human. 
He says, “Now that we have a 
suitable animal model, we can 
investigate the mechanism 
underlying the mysterious 
recovery of function of the brain 
following strokes.” 
It is believed that these 
preliminary studies may lead to 
greater knowledge of 
the 
reasons for amnesia (loss of 
memory) that occasionally 
follows strokes.

Breaking up kidney stones by 
sending beams of underwater 
pressure waves is being studied 
at the University of Munich.

Thousands of retired or disabled Hoosiers 
will find, when they sit down to preapre their 
1976 federal incom e tax returns, that they are 
suffering from the tax reform “cure” devised 
by Congress last O ctober. 
The so-called “cu re" repealed the provision 
of the federal tax law which allowed an 
em ployee who eith er retired on disability, or 
was off the job for an extended period of tim e 
due to illness, to exclu d e from his or her 
taxable federal in com e up to $100 a week in 
sick pay benefits. 
The Senate version of the 1976 Tax Reform 
Act 
contained 
an 
am endm ent—which 
I 
sponsored—that would h ave retained the sick 
pay exclusion for all persons earning less 
than $15.ooo in annual adjusted gross.i^cyrqfi, 
and would have graduated tax extrusion 
benefits for persons earnihg between $15,000 
and $20,(KH) in annual adjusted gross income 
The House version of the bill contained no 
such provision, and the join' House-Senate 
Conference C om m ittee, charged with draf­ 
ting a final tax reform bill acceptable to both 
houses of the C ongress, dropped the sick pay 
exclusion am endm ent from the final bill 
Thus, any sick pay b en efits received last year 
are subject to standard taxation on the 1976 
tax returns 
The repeal of the sick pay exclusion, is in 
my opinion, clearly on e tax reform m easure 
which is itself in dire need of immediate 
reform 
My position on (his issue remains 
unchanged 
those persons on fixed incom es, 
and those who face high m edical bills while 
being forced to stay oil the job due to illness, 
should not be additionally penalized by the 
federal governm ent T his is not only unfair; it 
is unjust and u n n ecessary.

Because I firm ly b elieve we must m ove 
im mediately to correct this unconscionable 
situation, I have co-sponsored a bill which 
would delay the effe ctiv e date of the sick pay 
exclusion to January I, 1977. That delay would 
permit those affected citizens to continue 
taking the $100 a w eek , or $5,200-a-year sick 
pay exclusion benefit on their 1976 federal 
incom e tax returns. 


This is short-term corrective action, but 
unless it is taken, ten s of thousands of retirees 
across the nation will be forced to make a 
large, lum psum tax p aym ent on April 15. For 
exam ple, a retired cou p le with a taxable 


incom e of $8,000—including the $5,200 in sick 
payr-could have their 1976 tax bill increased 
by more than $550. At a tim e when we are 
attem pting to counter the im pact of prolonged 
inflation, which has hit hardest those on 
lim ited or fixed in com es, this type of in­ 
creased tax burden is, at the very least, the 
height of illogic. 


As a long-range action , I believe Congress 
must consider rein statin g the sick pay e x ­ 
clusion benefits in the federal ‘.ax laws. I 
intend lo pursue this issu e and, when ap ­ 
propriate, to reintroduce m y amendment of 
last year which would provide for full sick pay 
exclusion for those w hose adjusted gross 
incom e is less than $15,000 annually, and a 
graduated scale of exclu sion benefits for 
those with adjusted gross incom e of up to 
$20,000 a year.

interruption so that no harm cam e to Isaac. 
The sense of G od’s guidance caused Abraham 
to send his servant out to find a bride for 
Isaac—no ordinary wom an would do. She 
must be som ething special The prom ised line 
must be secure by Isa a c’s m arriage, and the 
old man had to know this before he slept in 


peace. Abraham believed this was a D ivinely 
appointed procedure, and he ordered it. The 
man him self believed that he walked a 
Divinely appointed path, and so he followed 
his guide. The New Testam ent says of him 


that “He looked for the city which hath the 
foundations, w hose architect and m aker is 
God.” May we also follow the exam ple of the 
old patriarch and com e to our inheritance in 
Jesus Christ the Savior of all who believe. 
History And Hearsay 
Golden Age

In its earlier years the Hoosier state 
provided A m erica with a flood of im portant 
persons who appeared on the national scen e 
and gave rise to the idea of a golden age for 
Indiana. 
Indiana’s golden age spanned the years 
from 1870 to the turn of the century. During 
these thirty years, Indiana provided the 
nation with politicians including a president 
and a number of vice presidents, educators, 
clergym en, artists and writers. During these 
years, literature w as one of the m ore im ­ 
portant contributions m ade by Hoosiers to the 
social and cultural history of our land. 
Historians have described these years as 
Indiana’s “golden 
age of literature.” 
A 
number of fam ous w riters appeared on the 
horizon. There w as Jam es Whitcomb R iley, 
Booth T ark in gton , M eredith N ich o lso n , 
George Ade, 
Lew 
W allace and 
Edward 
Eggleston who began the golden age with the 
publication of his work “The Hoosier School- 
M aster” in 1871. 
Edward E ggleston w as born on D ecem ber 
IO, 1837 at V evay, Indiana. He spent his early 
years on a farm outside the little town and 
attended a country school. 
His father died in 1846 and in 1851 his 
mother m arried a 
Methodist clergym an, 
Williamson Terrell. For a number of years 
Eggleston lived in various com m unities in 
southern Indiana but returned to Vevay for 
his high school education. One of his teachers 
was Julia Dum ont, a writer, well known in the 
Ohio valley. Mrs. Dum ont encouraged her 
student to becom e a writer. In later years, 
^ 
Eggleston gave his teacher credit for en- 
•** coUraglng his literary success. 
.kith 
Like many young m en, Edward E ggleston 
tried a number of careers before settling 
down to the life of an aspiring writer. For a 
while he was a B ible salesm an until poor 
health forced him to m ove west out of- 
Indiana’s damp clim ate. 
He went first to M innesota where he worked 
as an outdoor laborer. He then m oved to 
Kansas where he hoped to help the anti- 
salvery forces. Then he returned to V evay 
where he becam e a circuit riding M ethodist 
clergym an. He spent his tim e in the saddle 
between 
charges 
translating 
the 
Greek 
classics. His health failed again in 1858 and he 
returned to M innesota w here he served once 
again as 
a 
Bible 
agent, 
circuit 
riding 
preacher and pastor of sm all churches. He 
spent nine years in M innesota and in the 
course of his sojourn there picked up a w ife, 
Lizzie Snyder of Saint Peter. 
In 1866 he m oved eastw ard to Evanston, 
Illinois where he becam e editor of a Sunday 
School m agazine “Little Corporal.” About 
th is tim e E g g le sto n 
began p u b lish in g 
numerous articles and stories in m agazines 
as a regular contributer. In 1870, he m oved 
further east and becam e associated with 
“The Independent,’’ “Scribner’s M onthly” 
and “Hearth and H om e.” It was this latter 
publication that published his story “The 
Hoosier School-M aster’’ in serial form from 
Septem ber 30 to D ecem ber 30, 1871. 
The novel was based on the experiences of 
his brother George who taught at R ycker’s 
Ridge, a rural school near Madison. Like 
m ost good stories, 
“The Hoosier School- 
M aster” had a greater purpose than story 


telling. E ggleston w as annoyed over the 
alm ost exclu sive featuring of New England in 
Am erican literature at the tim e. He wanted 
the nation to know about rural Indiana and 
how its folk lived, work and played. "...I 
rem em b er th at th e m a n n ers, c u sto m s, 
thoughts, 
and feelin gs of 
New 
England 
country people filled so large a place in books, 
while our life, not less interesting, not less 
rom antic...had no p lace in literature. It w as 
as though w e w ere shut out of good society.” 
The Hoosier novelist achieved his purpose. 
In a short period of tim e, thousands of 
Am ericans w ere reading his first work. 
Eggleston had unearthed a literary gold 
m ine. The book w as published in Dutch, 
G erm an, Danish and French editions. When 
the title of “The H oosier School-M aster” w as 
translated into French it read “Le M aitre 
d’Ecole de F lat R ock.” 
Part of E ggleston ’s su ccess with his first 
novel was that he w as able to depict Hoosier 
life 
in an 
im aginative 
and 
picturesque 
m anner. Of course, there w ere those Hoosiers 
who objected 
to 
his 
m aking 
the 
rural 
southeastern 
H oosier 
a 
pattern 
for 
all 
Indianans. But the flood of copies of the novel 
drowned out 
the cries of the objecting 
Hoosiers. 
“Hearth And H om e” m agazine had been in 
trouble until the publication of “The Hoosier 
Schoolm aster.” They had not expected the 
book to be a serialized success. Now they 
wanted m ore and E ggleston gave it to them 
with “The End of The W orld.” This book is 
im p ortan t b e c a u se 
E g g lesto n 
w as 
in ­ 
strum ental in using a steam boat in his story 
long before Mark Twain did. 
“ Hearth and H om e” w as now realizing 
what a success they had on their hands and 
released E ggleston from his editorial duties 
so that he m ight devote him self exclusively to 
writing. His next serialization was “The 
M ystery of M etropolisville,” drawn from his 
experiences in M innesota. Eggleston agreed 
with his critics. The book was shallow and 
weak. He had w ritten it too fast. He w as 
determ ined not to publish anym ore works 
until he im proved his writing style. 
In 1873 he produced “The Circuit Rider: A 
Tale Of A Heroic A g e.” It w as well received 
by both the public and critics alike. 
It 
depicted the self sacrificing life of a frontier 
M ethodist p rea ch er. O ne h istorian h as 
described the work as one which “gave 
A m erican M eth od ism its sin g le c la s s ic 
story." 
In 1874, E ggleston returned to the pulpit as 
the pastor of the Lee Congregational Church 
in Brooklyn, New York. He had a successful 
four year m inistry preaching on social and 
ethical them es until poor health forced his 
retirem ent from the pulpit. He was to spent 
the last 22 years of his life traveling and 
writing. 
In 1889, E ggleston ’s w ife Lizzie died and he 
rem arried in 1891. His new wife w as a 
Hoosier, F rances Goode from Madison. 
During his final years, Edward E ggleston 
turned to the writing of history as well as 
fiction. In 1900, he w as inaugurated as the 
p resid en t of T he 
A m erica n H isto rica l 
Association. E ggleston m ade a number of 
contributions to A m erican history prior to his 
death from a stroke at his home at Lake 
G eorge, New York on Septem ber 2, 1902.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
gressional budget experts say 
Congress could trim from $100 
million to $250 million a year 
from federal farm spending by 
reform ing a current system of 
disaster paym ents to farm ers, 
or by 
replacing it with 
an 
expanded crop insurance pro­ 
gram . 
The tentative estim ates — 
which experts conceded w ere 
uncertain because no one can 
accurately predict the extent of 
w eather disasters to crops in 
future y ears — were offered in 
study designed to outline 
options law m akers can consider 
in 
dealing 
with 
new 
farm 
legislation this year. 
At present, the Congressional 
Budget Office noted in a report, 
farm ers 
get 
help from 
two 
s e p a ra te 
fed eral 
p ro g ram s 
when their crops are ravaged 
by drought, flood, hail or other 
disasters. 
P roducers 
of 
wheat, 
feed 
grains, 
cotton and rice are 
eligible 
for 
special 
disaster 
paym ents under a 1973 farm 
support law if weather condi­ 
tions hold yields to less than 
tw o-thirds 
of 
what 
would 
norm ally be produced by each 
fa rm ’s acreag e allotment. 
in addition, the Agriculture 
D ep artm en t’s 
Federal 
Crop 
Insurance Corp. has for m any 
years 
provided 
coverage 
in 
m any a re a s of the country. But 
the problem with FCIC protec 
(ion is that it acts much like a 
p rivate com pany. 
“ No insurance is available 
w here experience says that a 
sound insurance program would 
be too risky — which m eans 
roughly half the country,” the 
CBD said.

FCIC coverage 
is 
unavailable in some areas, the 
special disaster payment pro­ 
gram which gives farm ers free 
insurance nationwide is “gener­ 
ally q u ite c o stly ,” the CBD 
said.

dropped to $288 million in 1976, 
and is estim ated to rise back to

program ’s 
regulations fail to protect some 
farm ers who suffer very large 
losses while at the sam e tim e 
(laying others for losses "which 
could easily be absorbed by the 
p roducer.” 
One feature of the program , 
CBD said, allows cotton farm ­ 
ers who find ifs too wet to

in 
the 
spring 
to

d isaster paym ents even if they 
later harvest some other crop 
from th eir cotton acreage 
E x p erts

realistic”

im prove the current disaster 
regulations to reduce their cost, 
or replace the payment pro­ 
gram w ith a nationwide insur­ 
ance program as suggested by 
several law m akers 
If the disaster program is 
rew ritten to cover 90 per cent 
of a fa rm e r’s variable produc­ 
tion costs, governm ent spending 
could be cut $100 million a year 
from fiscal year 1978 through

If the paym ents are dropped 
in favor of a crop insurance 
plan in which the government 
subsidizes part of the prem i­ 
ums, d isa ster aid costs could 
drop $250 million annually, the 
report said.

“There m ay be good explan- 
tions why production in three of 
the fields has fallen sharply 
and why the reservoirs rem ain 
shut in,” said a spokesm an for 
Andrus.

reservoirs may total alm ost I 
trillion cubic feet of gas.

addition,

investigating team

duced the report said the rate 
of production in at least three 
of the four fields studied has 
been “significantly g reater ... 
than the historical experience 
in other (offshore) gas fields 
would lead one to ex p ect.” 
“ New reservoirs with proved 
gas reserves exist 
in

fields, but they have not been 
brought 
into 
production 
to 


offset the declines in production 
...,” the report said.

report all are off the Louisiana 
coast.
